feet are inlaid mother of pearl in all kinds of beautiful figures and 
pictures — one of the most beautiful things I have ever seen 
anywhere. Thailand has a population of twenty seven millio 
and covers a space of two hundred square miles. It is only six 
feet above sea level. Thailand is west of Laos and Viet Nam, and 
north of Cambodia, So far they have been able to withstand all 
Communist aggression, which seems to be a record. It is a 
member of the United Nations and Southeast Asia Treaty Org- 
anization (SEATO) which has its headquarters in Bangkok. 

Buddhism started in India 2,500 years ago. Budda is an 
Amas, not a God. The Monks are continually doing acts of merit, 
in this way they gain spiritual worth. They seek wisdom and 
understanding and feel that suffering is inevitable, and gener- 
osity is the most prized virtue. To achieve the state of Nirvana 
is the ultimate goal of all Monks, To obtain this, one must reach 
the plateau of freedom from emotions and desires. When a per- 
son dies, they are embalmed for one hundred days. The coffin 
and cousins and relatives come to pay tribute. Then 
the body is cremated and the ashes are buried under a Pagoda. 

Perhaps the most famous Budda is the solid gold Budda 
weighing six tons, and worth six million dollars. It is six hundred 
and twenty five year old, and is 13% ft. by 734 ft. The Marble 
Temple is constructed of white Italian Marble and the yellow 
| glazed tile roofs glitter in the sun like pure gold. Galleries around 
| the courtyard hold a collection of fifty two Buddha images. Most 
of them have the right hand extended іп ағ gesture of peace. 
Everyone ón the Tour taking pictures of this wonderful tem- 
ple. We visited the Royal Palace grounds and next to this was 
the Templé of the Emerald Buddha, with a magnificent Chapel. 
The famous Emerald Buddha actually is made of dark green 
jade about twenty two inches high. This is the largest piece of 
jade in the world. Its costume, made of solid gold, 15 changed 
three times a year with the seasons — hot, rainy and cool. The 
Emperor himself changes this costume by climbing up a ladder 
in back of the statue. There is an imposing Coronation Throne, 
and many Murals depicting the events in the life of Buddha. 
We did not enter the home of Princess Chumibliot, but walked 
all thru the gardens and admired the pink, blue, and white wa- 
ter lillies, We all saw our first lotus in bloom. The blue and 
white blooms resemble a large rose bud. These are often used 
in decorations by turning back each petal and making a large 
flower resembling a camelia. There was a fabulous Lacquer 
Ravillion in the same courtyard. There were open pavillions used 
for entertaining. One had a long table sunken in the floor that 
would rise up when in use. There were murals in gold leaf, 
old relics, and ivory tusks carved and used. ds vases.
